14. TYPE OF OPERATION 


The tvpve of operation statistics in industrv 
reports are primarilv based on replies to a check- 
box inauirv which listed the usual minina and 
mineral preparation methods used in a particular 
industrv. The respondent was asked to check eac 
method used in the establishment reported. Where 
ever vossible. sepvarate statistics are provided on 
establishments using underaround mining methods. 
using a combination of underaround and open-pit 
methods. and using _open-pit methods onlv. For 
selected industries. separat statistics are 
provided bv tvpe of underaround minina. such as 
for establishments having as the dominant method 
open stopina. shrinkage stoping. sauare settina! or 
block cavina. Separate fiaures are provided. where 
possible! for mines with and without preparation 
plants. and for establishments with preparation 
plants classified bv the dominant preparation 
method. such as crushing. washina. flotation. or 
aravitv concentration. Separate statistics are also 

rovided on producing and nonproducing coeauone 
an establishment being defined as nonproducing if 


no mineral products were shipped durina the vear! 
For the crude petroleum and natural aas industries. 
details were obtained on the tvve of wells drilled 
and operated and reports were classified on the 
basis of whether thev represented oil wells onlv. 
both oil and gas wells. or gas wells onlv. and on 
the basis of whether or not they included drilling. 


The distribution of principal tvoes of operation 
by major industry groups is indicated in table F. 


15. OPERATING COMPANIES 


For the purpose of this census. an operatina 
companv is defined as a corporation. individual 
proprietorship. partnership. cooperative. or other 
ordanization. regardless of size. directlv enaaded 
in production or develooment activities at one or 
more mineral establishments. An ovperatina 
companv mav own the pvrovertv overated or be the 
lessee of such propertv or operate for the account 
of others on a contract or fee basis. Reaardless of 
the number of establishments opverated bv a 
companv or the number of States in which it 
operates. the companv is counted onlv once in 
summarv statistics. Hence. the sum of the detailed 
statistics for number of opveratinag companies is 
ouae greater than the statistics shown for group 
otals.
